Paris (UPI) — President 
Charles de Gau lle’s go v ern­ 
ment w a r n e d Wednesday 
night it wo u ld crack do wn 
with “new measu res’’ s o o n 
u nless 200,000 striking co al 
miners end their defiance o f 
state “requ isitio n” o rders and 
retu rn to wo rk. 
Go v ernment spo kesman Al­ 
ain Pey refitte i s s u e d the 
warning after De Gau lle co n­ 
ferred with his cabinet fo r 
the seco nd straight day o n 
ho w to make peace with the 
striking miners witho u t lo ss 
o f face and prev ent their 
walko u t fro m spreading. 
Bu t all 3 striking miners’ 
u nio ns — the Catho lics, So ­ 
cialists and Co mmu nists—is­ 
su ed co mmu niqu es after the 
cabinet meeting say ing they 
will co ntinu e their walko u t. 
Aid Pro miseci 
The N a t i o n a l Edu catio n 
Federatio n anno u nced it will 
pro v ide financial aid to the 
miners to enable them to co n­ 
tinu e the strike u ntil t h e y 
hav e achiev ed their go al o f 
higher wages and sho rter 
ho u rs. 
The miners, who 
began 
their strike Friday , h a v e 
been defy ing a go v ernment 
requ isitio n o rder that wo u ld 
make them liable to fines, 
priso n terms and lo ss o f jo bs 
if they refu sed to retu rn to 
wo rk. Bu t there was so mu ch 


pu blic sy mpathy behind th e 
miners, who are pressing fo r 
wage increases, that the go v ­ 
ernment was fo rced to tread 
warily . 
Rio t po lice and gendarmes 
sto o d by in barracks and min­ 
ing a r e a s as au tho rities 
feared the slightest c l a s h 
between po lice and m i n e r s 
co u ld to u ch o ff a natio nwide 
labo r crisis. 
* Necessary 
Pey refitte, who is minister 
o f info rmatio n, to ld newsmen 
Wednesday night the go v ern­ 
ment “co nsiders it necessary 
that the requ isitio n o rder be 
o bey ed.” 
He a n n o u n c e d Premier 
Geo rges Po mpido u wUl go be­ 
fo re the natio n with a radio 
and telev isio n message “in 
abo u t two o r 3 day s.” 
Pey refitte said the go v ern­ 
ment also discu ssed the po s­ 
sibility o f ratio ning co al and 
gas if necessary .

Balance in the n ew 
fu nd wo u ld nev er be allo wed 
to ex ceed $2 millio n. 
Up To 3 Years 
The highway 
department 
wo u ld also be pro hibited fro m 
u sing mo ney in the new fu nd 
to p u r c h a s e right-o f-way 
mo re than 3 y ears in adv ance 
o f planned co nstru ctio n. 
Sen. Michael Ru ssillo o f 
Oipaha, chief spo nso r o f the 
measu re, to ld the co mmittee 
su ch legislatio n will a l l o w 
ro ads to be bu ilt qu icker and 
cheaper. 
Depu ty State Engineer Jer­ 
ry Stro bel no ted that the de­ 
partment co u ld no w establish 
su ch a fu nd o n its o wn in­ 
itiativ e, bu t pressu res to u se 
all av ailable mo ney fo r co n­ 
stru ctio n pu rpo ses hav e pre­ 
v ented su ch actio n. 
Ro bert Cro sby o f Linco ln, 
representing the Better Ne­ 
braska Asso ciatio n, po inted 
o u t that the highway depart- 
m e n t wo u ld be u nlikely to 
start su ch a fu nd “u nless the 
Legislatu re ado pts it as po l­ 
icy .” 
A go o d highway pro gram,

the financing o f fu tu re o pera­ 
tio ns like the Co ngo and the 
Middle East, which hav e al­ 
mo st bankru pted the wo rld 
o rganizatio n. 
I n f o r m e d so u rces said 
Plimpto n’s declaratio n w a s 
“to u gh” and cau sed a s t i r 
amo ng the delegates, who se 
wo rk o n a financial po licy fo r 
presentatio n to a special ses­ 
sio n o f the General Assem­ 
bly called fo r May 14 has 
thu s far been u nspectacu lar.

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PRESIDENT IS NOT SATISFIED 


Soviets Have 
Arms Stored 
In Cuban Pits 


Washington 
The Army ’s 
top intelligence officer s a i d 
Wednesday that Sov iet mili­ 
tary supplies, including am­ 
munition, v ehicles and a i r- 
craft, probably are stored in 
thousands of cav es in Cuba, 
but not offensiv e missiles or 
bombers. 
Maj. Gen. Aly a R. Fitch 
also v oiced doubt there are 
any nuclear warheads on the 
island. 
Sov iet ground force w i t h- 
drawals so far appear to be 
limited to those associated 
with the intermediate-aircraft 
and medium-range missiles 
remov ed under U.S. pressure 
last October, he added. 
Censored 
Fitch ex pressed his v iews 
at a closed hearing of t h e 
Senate Armed Serv ices Pre­ 
paredness Subcommittee. A 
censored v ersion was made 
av ailable to newsmen. 
He said there “ is consider­ 
able activ ity in connection 
with underground installations 
(cav es) 
throughout the is­ 
land.” But he discounted re­ 
curring reports by Cuban re­ 
fugees that strategic weapons 
may be hidden there. 
“ It is our belief that the 
Sov iets did, in fact, remov e 
all strategic weapons sy stems 
that were in Cuba . . . 
he 
said. 
Sov iets 
Indications are that t h e 
activ ity around the cav es is 
being carried out solely by 
Sov iet personnel, Fitch con­ 
tinued, and ev en high-ranking 
Cuban military personnel are 
not permitted there. 
The sev eral thousand cav es 
In Cuba hav e been used for 
storage ov er the y ears, he 
said. With airconditioning and 
installation of dehumidify lng 
equipment they could ev en be 
used to store “ both large and 
delicate electronic items,” he 
said. 
“ Aerial photography h a s 
further rev ealed the ex tension 
o f roads to known and sus­ 
pected cav e locations,” t h e 
general said, “ and it is con­ 
sidered highly probable that 
much military equipment and 
supplies are being stored un­ 
derground.”

The shorter range ground- 
to-air ground-to-ground Sov iet 
missiles still in Cuba m a y 
hav e a nuclear capability , he 
acknowledged, although add­ 
ing that no nuclear warheads 
are believ ed there.

Electricity At Last 
Reaches Hopi Lands 


Kearns Cany on, Ariz. Ut)— 
Electric 
power finally has 
reached some of the oldest 
communities in the U n i t e d 
States. 
Power lines now stretch 6 0 
miles across the remote Hopi 
Indian Reserv ation in north­ 
ern Arizona. 
Old Oralbi, close to t h e 
lines, is said .by some arch­ 
aeologists to be the oldest 
continually inhabited town in 
North America. 
Until recently , traditional­ 
ists on the reserv ation fought 
the 20th Century successfully , 
keeping the wires and wheels 
o f progress off their lands. 
Now, 1} electricians trained 
by Arizona P u b l i c Serv ice 
Co., do a brisk business in­ 
stalling wiring in centuries- 
old walls of stone and mud. 
Religious rites once held in 
fire-lit kiv as, sunken amphi­ 
theaters, now are held under 
electric flood lights. 
A silv ersmith has a new 
e l e c t r i c - powered buffing 
wheel and women hav e traded 


in their noisy gasoline-engine 
powered washing machines 
for new electric ones. 
So far, 26 5 dwellings and 
establishments hav e b e e n 
wired, with electricity going 
into new neighborhoods ev ery 
month. 
Still, the power lines skirt 
some traditionalist pueblos. In

Hopi leaders seek to preserv e

try and western music field. 
Oklahoma 
Copas, 4 9, was a nativ e of 
Muskogee, Okla., and a sing­ 
er on the opry for 17 y ears. 
Hawkins, 4 3, was associated 
with 3 big money -making rec­ 
ords: “ Slow Poke.” “ Soldiers 
J o y ,” and “ Bad News Trav ­ 
els Fast.” This tall, broad 
shouldered performer — not­ 
ed for the sequiped hawk on 
the back of his white o utfit- 
joined the opry in 1955 after 
working out of West Virginia, 
his home state, on radio, and 
in wild west shows.

With Soviet 
Withdrawal 
From 


Washington (M-~ President 
Kennedy said Wednesday he 
is not satisfied with the rate 
at which Sov iet troops a r e 
leav ing Cuba. At the same 
time, he said he has no accur­ 
ate information on the r e a 1 
ex tent of the withdrawal. 
This and other Cuba-related 
topics dominated Kennedy ’s 
m o r n i n g news conference 
which, in the domestic area, 
drew these major presidential 
pronouncements: 
— Kennedy believ es t h a t 
Congress will pass a tax cut 
this y ear and couple it with 
“ important elements” of the 
tax law rev isions he is seek­ 
ing. While Kennedy has said 
rate cuts would get priority 
ov er tax rev ision, if the choice 
arose, he restated his v iew 
that a combination of both 
would represent “ the fairest 
and most equitable program.” 
— Asked about Republican 
claims that up to $15 billion 
can be cut from budget re­ 
quests, the President said, 
“ y ou may be able to c u t 
some of it.” But he described 
his record $98 .9-billion budget 
as the product of “ hard de­ 
cisions” to curb major pro­ 
grams. 
And he questioned 
whether further cuts could be 
made without crimping de­ 
fense, space or essential do­ 
mestic activ ities. 
The question of Sov iet per­ 
formance in carry ing out a 
pledge to withdraw sev eral 
thousand troops from Cuba by 
mid-March came in 3 parts: 
Does the administration hav e 
accurate information on the 
number already remov ed? Is 
Kennedy satisfied with t h e 
rate of withdrawal? Does the 
United States hav e any ar­ 
rangement with the Sov iets to 
v erify the promised pullout. 
Kennedy 
replied, 
without 
elaboration: 
“ No, the answer to y our 
question would really be no 
to all of them.” 
Kennedy said at another 
point the administration be­ 
liev es “ the wisest policy is 
the isolation of communism in 
this hemisphere” by try ing to 
confine it to Cuba. As ah ex ­ 
ample, he said the U n i t e d 
States hopes other hemisphere 
countries w i l l control t h e 
mov ement of their citizens to 
and from Cuba — because 
these people could be poten­ 
tial saboteurs or rev olution­ 
aries. 
While emphasizing the “ iso­ 
lation” policy , Kennedy drew 
away from a suggestion that 
Cuba’s 
Communist 
gov ern­ 
ment be undermined by more 
forceful action aimed at cut­ 
ting off its access to v ital oil 
imports. 
Kennedy said this would re­ 
quire a nav al blockade which 
he described as an act of war. 
He said that “ at this time we 
do not believ e that war in the 
Caribbean is to the national 
adv antage.” 
On 3 other topics tied to 
the Cuban situation: 
—Ken n ed y said th at 4 American fliers 
wh o d ied in th e 1961 Bay o f P its in v a­ 
sio n “were serv in g : th eir co n n try ” o n a 
v o lu n tary flig h t. He d eclin ed to g o fu rth er, 
say in g th at “b ecau se o f th e n atu re o f 
th eir wo rk it h as n o t b een a matter o f 
p u b lic reco rd ." Th ere h as b een mu ch 
sp ecu latio n th at th e 4 men were em­ 
p lo y es b y th e Cen tral In tellig en ce Ag en cy .

Wednesday “ the slate h a s 
been wiped clean” of income 
tax ev asion charges against 
Dav e Beck Sr. mid 5 others 
accused of conspiring w i t h 
him. 
Beck, former boss of t h e 
Teamsters Union, has been 
in 
McNeil 
Island 
Federal 
Penitentiary near here since 
last J une 20 serv ing a 5 -y ear 
seutence for filing false in­ 
come tax information returns 
for the uuion. 
Asst. U.S. Atty . J ack S. 
Obenour said all remaining 
charges against Beck and the 
others were dismissed in U.S. 
District Court Monday . 
Conspiracy charges w e r e 
dropped against Nathan W. 
Shefferman and his son, Shel­ 
ton, of Chicago; and Norman 
J . Gessert, Dav e Beck J r., 
and the late Fred Verschuren 
Sr., all of Seattle. 
Defendants in the conspir­ 
acy charges nev er came to 
trial. The elder Beck w a s i 
conv icted in December, 1957 , 
of ev ading $24 0,000 in income 
tax es for 1950-53 and on two 
counts of filing false returns 
for the union. 
The tax ev asion conv iction 
was set aside in J anuary , 
196 2, by the U.S. C i r c u i t 
Court of Appeals in San Fran­ 


cisco on the question of t h e 
tax ability of embezzled funds, 
and the case was sent back 
for retrial. 
Obenour said the gov ern­ 
ment decided not to try Beck 
again for tax ev asion since 
he already was serv ing a pri­ 
son sentence. J udge George 
H. Boldt added in dismissing 
the charges “ it would be a 
waste of public funds to car­ 
ry prosecution further.” 
Beck is 6 8 and will not be 
eligible for parole for nearly 
another y ear. In addition to 
the prison term, he paid a 
fine of $20,000 and $12,000 
court costs. While in federal 
prison he also is serv ing a 
two-y ear concurrent minimum 
term on a state grand lar­ 
ceny conv iction in the sale of 
a union-owned automobile.

The Right To 
Disagree 


A constructiv e and charitable philoso- 
p/hv is often one most difficult to liv e 
with. In this area of things would fall the 
need for ability to distinguish between fact 
and prejudice. The Republican party re­ 
cently had a demonstration of this. Its up­ 
coming dinner in Omaha where Gov . Nel­ 
son Rockefeller of New York will speak is 
expected to be boycotted by a conserv ativ e 
arm of the party. 
But leading party members hav e noted 
that this is the right of the conserv ativ es 
if they choose to do 
so. It is probably that 
many Nebraskan Re­ 
publicans do not be­ 
liev e that Gov ernor 
Rockefeller is too liberal but that is not 
the entire question. Rather than choosing 
to argue the gov ernor’s political philoso- 
^ y , the GOP simply accepted the planned 
boycott and let it go at that. The decision, 
it seems, was a wise one and one that 
might be followed by many other groups 
and indiv iduals. 
The fact that someone 
disagrees with you does not make him 
wrong. This may seem to be a simple 
Statement but it is an expression many 
make but refuse to subscribe to. 
There are those who profess to want 
eqnallty of treatment and equality of h‘ea^ 
ment of ideas but who really want a one­ 
sided presentation of things. Any further­ 
ing of the other side of things is taken as 
a iniirepresentation of the facts. Such peo­ 
ple really don’t want fair play; they want 
ev erything their own way. 
It was an inability to compromise that 
led to the split in the Democratic party 
in Nebraska — a split that is likely nev er- 
to be healed so long as the adv ersaries 
inv olv ed are in positions of leadership and 
responsibility. It can be argued that there 
are times wnen compromise displays weak­ 
ness and this is true but such occasions 
are comparativ ely rare. 


Nebraska seems to be compromising 
in one area where many would argue it 
should not. It was noted by the Nebraska 
State Education Association that the state 
still has more school districts than are 
found in Hawaii, Alaska, Washington, Ore­ 
gon, Nev ada, Idaho, Montana, Utah, Wy­ 
oming, Colorado, Arizona and New Mexico 
combined. We hav e nev er seen the school 
district question put in these terms before 
and it makes the Nebraska total a most 
impressiv e one. The only trouble is, the 
impression is not a fav orable one. Ob­ 
v iously, the condition is not a completely 
one-sided one or it would hav e ceased to 
exist a long time ago. 


braska, there are many where only a hand­ 
ful of students are holdllig forth. These 
are the districts that many professionat ed­ 
ucators would like to see consolidated. The 
loric behind this is that the small districts 
where from IS to SO students might be 
attending classes are inefficient and that 
these students cannot receiv e the kind of 
educational opportunity they are entitled to. 
And for those who subscribe to this the­ 
ory, it is difficult, to say the least, to see 
the other point of v iew. Such small dis­ 
tricts still require tax support and thus 
drain the Umited resources that are av ail­ 
able for education in the less populated 
sections of the state. And such districts 
cannot begin to supply the facilities and 
faculty that are needed for a good educa­ 
tional job. 
★ 
It stands to reason that two districts 
of 30 pupils each could operate much more 
effectiv ely and efficiently if they became 
one district. The efficiency and effectiv e­ 
ness would increase still further if it were 
a case of three districts combining into 
a single one of 100 pupils or more. 
As separate units, each must prov ide 
a faculty in the v arious subjects of the 
curriculum and a physical plant to go along 
with the instruction. There should 
hé sci­ 
ence labs, workshops, gymnasiums, e ^ Of 
course, the fact is that not all of these 
districts hav e such duplicating facilities 
which means that the clilldren are suffer­ 
ing as a result. 
These children will be much less pre­ 
pared for college work than will the stu­ 
dents of other larger 
districts. 
The other 
side of the story in­ 
v olv es a great many 
things but the v alidity 
of that side is an open question. Its right 
to exist certainly'is not challenged but it 
would seem to be doomed by the endless 
marching of time alone. Small districts 
want to hold on to their schools because 
of pride, because of transportation prob­ 
lems and because of economic factors quite 
apart from any educational considerations. 
And some may want to hold on due to an 
outdated concept of education. 
The school district is often looked at 
as one of the last remaining assets of a 
community. To lose it would be like los­ 
ing a major industry. Unfortunately, these 
districts cannot hold together the towns in 
which they are located. What our large 
number of districts constitutes is a stand 
against the inev itability of social and eco­ 
nomic changes that are eating away at 
and destroying the smaller rural communi-

In fact, it was Truman’s 
rev elations of these secret 
deals that put him in the 
limelight to become v ice 
president and later presi­ 
dent. 
He exposed the secret deal 
between Standard Oil of New 
Jersey and I. G. Farben to 
keep synthetic rubber pat­ 
ents and synthetic gasoline 
patents out of the United 
States. It was because of 
this deal that the American 
people walked during the 
war for lack of tires. 
He also publicised th e 
deal to hold down the pro­ 
duction of atabrine, plexiglas 
and magnesium in the Unit­ 
ed States, and the secret ar­ 
rangement between Bausch 
and Lomb in Rochester and 
Carl Zeiss, the German op- 
Hcal company, by which the 
Nazis got the blueprints of 
our artillery range-finders. 
One of these deals was 
that by which I. G. Farben 
set up its own subsidiary in 
the United States, General 
Aniline and Film.

Came the end of the war, 
and the United States signed 
an agreement with Germany 
forgiv ing the Germans all 
reparations and war claims. 
It was the most generous 
treaty ev er giv en a con­ 
quered nation, except for 
that giv en Japan. 
Part of the treaty was 
that the U.S. gov ernment 
would keep all German prop­ 
erty seized in the United 
States and use it to pay thè 
claims of American citizens 
against Germany. 
Howev er, it was only a 
few years after the war that 
the Germans began hiring 
lobbyists to undercut 
t h i s 
treaty and get their proper­ 
ty back. They had also exe­ 
cuted a neat double-play at 
the early part of the war by 
handing part of I. G. Far­ 
ben ov er to a Swiss com­ 
pany, Inteirhandel.

case out. Reason: the statute 
of limitations had expired. 
This was in 1958. But while 
the statute has e^ired on 
human misery in Germany, 
the statute on property v al­ 
ue has not expired in 1963 
in the United States under 
the 
recent compromise of 
the Kennedy administration.

Med School Black Eye 
Uirfortunately, Sen. Terry Carpenter is 
right in his analysis of the current situa­ 
tion inv olv ing the Univ ersity of Nebraska 
College of Medicine. And the senator him­ 
self might well be the first to admit he 
wished he were wrong. He has said that 
the state should do nothing to prov ide the 
school with funds for expansion oi its physi­ 
cal plant in v iew of the professional dis­ 
agreement ov er the program. 
This might normally not be the cor­ 
rect approach to something but in a field 
such as this, it is difficult to rely on any­ 
thing other than the opinion of profession­ 
al medical people. How can indiv iduals out­ 
side the field of medicine decide complete­ 
ly by themselv es on the merits or lack of 
merit of the medical school proposal? 
School officials hav e indicated that ac­ 
creditation of the institution will be lost if 
a modernization program is not undertaken. 


But if the doctors of Nebraska cannot 
agree ev en among themselv es how such a 
modernization is to be accomplished, it is 
a little difficult for the Legislature to at­ 
tempt to decide the issue and ev en more 
difficult for the general public to judge the 
issue. 
The school’s program had appeared to 
be a constructiv e one and one that would 
giv e the univ ersity a medical institution in 
which it could hav e pride. But when the 
state medical association could arriv e at 
no decision in the matter, the plans of the 
school were giv en a serious if not fatal 
blow. And, as Senator Carpenter said in 
other words, the situation giv es the public 
a poor image of the entire medical pro­ 
fession. The Legislature would be justified 
in delaying any action on the program un­ 
til at least majority agreement has been 
reached within the profession.

Develops 'Class' Society 


Electronic Work Force 
The Federal Reserv e bank of Kansas 
City, which together with its branches at 
Omaha, Denv er and Oklahoma City, proc­ 
esses 812,000 bank checks daily is mov ing 
swiftly into automation. 
It does it by running checks through 
electronic machines at lightning speed, 
during which checks, which are coded by 
characters preprinted in magnetic ink, are 
sorted, computed, bookkept and prepared 
for redistribution to their respectiv e banks 
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of origin. The only reason that all the 
812,000 daily inflow of checks are not so 
processed is that not all member banks 
hav e yet adopted the electronic preprint­ 
ing. Checks without it hav e to be handled 
by hand. 
Nebraska is lagging the other states 
with only 56 per cent of its checks encoded. 
Colorado is more progressiv e. It encodes 
86 per cent of its checks. 
Automation is spreading swiftly in 
fields where v olume or numbers run large. 
Internal Rev enue just announced a cen­ 
tralization of operations in order to pro­ 
v ide the fodder for mechanization of tax 
return examination. Such dev elopments 
raise concern among those w’ho worry 
about the creation of joblessness. In most 
respects it is a v ain worry. It is rather a 
paradox. Automation has become a v ital 
essential to the high v elocity, high v olume 
business of today. Without it we ffould not 
maintain nor increase it. And if we slowed 
down an infinitely greater number of people 
would be rendered jobless than would be 
displaced by mechanization. 
Were it not for computers we could 
not be engaged in space activ ities. The 
complex mathematics solv ed so swiftly by 
machine would take an army 
mathe­ 
maticians figuring for sev eral generations. 
If we went back to dead reckoning used 
by nav igators in the old sailing ship days 
sev eral jet crossings of the Atlantic would 
hav e to transpire before bearings could be 
computed lor the first trip. 


NEW YORK - Ev erybody 
says we will come to it, 
within four or fiv e years— 
mov e out of the city and into 
the suburbs, so our young 
boy sprout will flourish. 
We always say we doubt it. 
Our youngster likes people, 
all kinds of people. Rich, 
poor, Spanish-speaking, dark 
complexioned, v ery old and 
v ery young. 
We’d like to 
keep him that way, rather 
than tucking him neatly into 
a station wagon along with 
a horde of other kids who are 
exactly like him in color, 
religion, allowance and, aft­ 
er a time, thinking. 
We are unrealistic, our 
friends say. ChUdren need 
grass under their feet and 
trees ov er their heads, dogs 
and cats and a v iew from 
their bedroom windows. They 
need fresher air than the 
city has, birds and ponds 
and golf courses to be cad­ 
dies on. 
☆ ☆ ☆ 
This, of course, makes us 
pause. Our boy liv es within 
ten minutes of Central Park 
with its grass and trees, 
playgrounds, merry-go-round 
and zoo—but it ISN T quite 
the same as a backyard and 
a garage that you can keep 
fabbits in and fall off the 
roof of. We had all those 
things when we were kids 
and we v alue them now for 
the small one. 
Our resolv e to remain in 
the city may weaken momen­ 
tarily, but then we remem­ 
ber: We liv ed in small cit­ 
ies, rather than in suburbs. 
There’s a great difference. 
Small cities hav e all the geo- 
ological formations of sub­ 
urbs, but they also hav e the 
human v ariances of race and 
religion and economics tliat 
big cities hav e. 
Suburbs are a wholly new. 
kind of socieiy. Some of them 
hav e quiet and fresh air and 
good schools. But they arfe 
also planned little coimiiuni- 
iies—planned to keep people 


of similar status and inter­ 
ests and income together, 
wlple keeping the other guys 
out. Whether they’re low-in- 
come housing projects, or 
middle-class ranch homes, 
or chi-chi v illages, they are 
by nature 
a 
v ersion of 
“class” society. 
And little boys and little 
girls 
fall 
so 
easily into 
“classes.” 'They don’t hav e 
to work or think much. Thev 
only hav e to keep up with 
the Joneses’—not the Rocke­ 
fellers. They don’t hav e to 
giv e a helping hand to the 
Ud down the street, because 
the kids down the street has 
as much money, status, sav ­ 
v y and schooling as they 
hav e.

There is not as much chal­ 
lenge to a child liv ing in the 
suburbs. 
He is 
sheltered 
from the knowledge that 
p^ r people hav e a rough 
time, that minorities are 
abused and that smart and 
talented people are worth­ 
while emulating. 
Peter Wyden in his book, 
“Suburbia’s Coddled Kids,’* 
told a true story that dem­ 
onstrates the wall that rises 
around the suburban child. 
Wyden, who liv ed in High­ 
land Park, a Chicago sub­ 
urb, took his kids to some 
slums in their new station 
wagon. Seeing an urchin in 
the doorway of a tenement, 
his 10-year-old boy remarked 
“Look, 
Daddy—a 
frontier 
kid!” 
When our boy grows up, 
we don’t want frontier kins 
to come as a surprise to 
him. We don’t want him to 
emerge, unknowing, into a 
world of toil and turmoil. 
We think he’ll be a better 
citizen if he’s made his own 
choices in friends, if he’s 
had hi sympathize with peo- 
l^e as well as env y them. 
In other words, right now 
he accepts ev eryM y he 
sees—and we don’t want him 
to change.

Botulism is an acute and 
dangerous kind of food poi­ 
soning caused by one par­ 
ticular germ called Clostrid­ 
ium botulinum. 
Unlike most germs, this is 
one which does not require 
air or oxygen for growth — 
quite the rev erse, pence if 
it happens to be trapped In 
an enclosed food container 
it can continue to multiply. 
Proper canning will de­ 
stroy the germ, and n o t 
since the early I920’s has 
commercially canned f ood 
been inv olv ed in a case of 
botulism. 
It occasionally still occurs 
from home canned food, not 
often perhaps, but it is such 
a sav age type of poisoning 
that one case is too many. 
Usually there are no signs 


for IS to 84 tm n e m eat­ 
ing food oentaminated with 
aostridiuffl bdtUlitltttn. Then 
tiM sky seems te cav e ip on 
the simerer — first a feel­ 
ing of extreme tiredhess aft­ 
er which the serious symp­ 
toms appear: poor eye re-’ 
flexes, 
double v ision, 
di­ 
arrhea, v omiting, difficulty 
in swallowing. 
Usually more than one 
person has eaten the con­ 
taminated food, so the ill­ 
ness of sev eral at the same 
time giv es a quick and pow­ 
erful clue. 
The b e s t treatment is 
probably a specific serum to 
combat the poison, plus oth­ 
er 
incidental 
medication 
a i m e d at the particular 
symptoms. 
As I said, It’s a dangerous 
disease, and the mortali^ 
rate can be as high as 6!l 
per cent, which is frighten­ 
ingly high. 
Prev ention can be sure, 
howev er. Cooking food for m 
minutes at 176 degrees will 
kill the toxin and germs.

D e a r Dr. Molner: My 
four-month-old daughter was 
born with a large red Mot 
on her arm. Our family doc­ 
tor says it is a collection of 
tiny blood v essels and wilt 
disappear when she is 4 or 
S, but it seems to g r ow 
bigger and thicker e v e r y 
day.

Such a spot is called a 
hemangioma.

that your doctor said it

If 
the hemangioma continues 
to grow, consult your doctor 
so he can send you to a 
specialist.

An ex pert on fire effects 
said Wednesday that a sim­ 
ple backy ard shelter, some 
distance from the house and 
other buildings, could mean 
* the difference between life 
i and death for persons outside 
Uhe blast area. 
Dr. 
A. 
Broido, 
phy sical 
chemist with the U.S. Forest 
Serv ice, Berkeley , Calif., en­ 
gaged primarily with basic 
research on the chemistry of 
fire, said the thermal a n d 
fire effects range of giant 
nu clear bombs ex ceed the 
distance range of their blast 
and fallou t effects. 
Start Fires 
He said the heat from su ch 
high altitu de ex plosions cou ld 
start many simu ltaneou s fires 
in cities and towns that might 
dev elop into the fine storms 
of the ty pe that cau sed heav y 
casu alties in basement shel­ 
ters of mu lti-storied bu ildings 
in Hambu rg and other Ger­ 
man cities bombed in World 
War II. The v ictims were as­ 
phy x iated 
and then c r e ­ 
mated. 
Writing in the Bulletin of 
the Atomic Scientists, Broido 
said official records show 
that v irtually all the 50,000 
persons in Hamburg’s fire 
storm area who sought ref­ 
uge in b l i n k e r s , cov ered 
trenches and other non-base­ 
ment shelters surv iv ed. 
He said there is no ev i­ 
dence to su pport claims that: 
—Persons in y ard shelters 
wou ld su ffocate in a mass 
fire area becau se all the ox y ­ 
gen wou ld be su cked ou t. 
—The heat from su ch fire 
wou ld qu ickly penetrate a 
shelter protected by 3 feet of 
.earth ov erhead. 
Broido said tu rbu lent a i r 
patterns, with u pdrafts and 
downdrafts, cau se considera­ 
ble air mix ing at grou nd lev ­ 
el in a raging fire and that 
any 
depletion 
of 
ox y gen 
w o u l d be momentary 
at 
worst. He said there is no 
ev idence that any thing bu t a 
slight drop in air pressu re 
can occu r. 
He said the chief dangers 
wou ld be bu rning and smol­ 
dering d e b r i s piled high 
abov e the shelter and t h e 
presence of » high concentra­ 


tion of carbon monox ide dur­ 
ing the height of the fire. 
Howev er, be said, 
simply 
closing down the shelter’s 
v entilating s y s t e m for an 
hour or so would be the only 
precaution needed if the area 
wasn’t piled high with smol­ 
dering debris. 
Broido labeled as a “con- 
s i d e r a b l e ex aggeration” 
statements that the situ ation 
is hopeless in a fire storm 
area. 
He said persons who hold 
this v iew ov erlook the su r­ 
v iv al of sev eral hu ndred per­ 
sons who bothered to enter 
their hillside tu nnel shelters 
after the atomic bomb blast 
at Nagasaki. 
Broido added that scores of 
ex perienced forest fire fight­ 
ers hav e su rv iv ed in the mid­ 
dle of a roaring forest in­ 
ferno by protecting them­ 
selv es in tu nnels or cav es or 
ev en u nder well soaked blank­ 
ets in a cleared area.

Nebraska’s levere winter

A sharp drop of 950 work­ 
ers on Lincoln’s retail trade 
scene was brought about by 
the passing of the holiday 
season. Government, with an 
increase of 100 workers dur­ 
ing the month, was the only 
segment to show a gain in 
the 30-day period. 
State employment in Janu­ 
ary was estimated to be 560,- 
500, or 20,600 below Decem- 
)er’s level, representing a 
3.5% loss for the month. 
L in c o ln ’s unemployment 
climbed by 400 daring Janu­ 
ary to a total of 1,750, while 
agricultural forces decreased 
an additional 100 during the 
same period.

600, representing a decrease 
of 3.2%. January 1963 showed 
otal employment of 6,100 be- 
ow the same month the pre­ 
vious year.

In fact, there’s no one else in the race. Sorry , fel­ 
lows, but that’s the way it is—Dee Albrecht of Okla­ 
homa is “ Big 8 Student Manager of the Year.” 
The reason Dee wins by acclamation is simple— 
“ Dee” is short for Dorothy , and Dorothy Albrecht is a 
girl. She is also the official student manager of the Okla­ 
homa swimming team, which starts defense of its title 
at the NU Coliseum and the PSAB pool today . 
Miss Albrecht is a cute, 18-y ear-old freshman who 
became a student manager—first in the school’s his­ 
tory , and probably the Big 8, too—quite by chance. 
Her ex planation: “ I was dating J ohnny Vernon, a 
swimmer, and he took me to a mov ie. We sat with the 
swimming squad which went stag. They were kidding 
me about the coach needing a student manager and why 
didn’t I apply . 
“ I said sure. Big joke. They asked the coach (J ay 
Markley ) and before I knew it, he offered me the job.” 
Hard Worker 
Coach Markley hasn’t regretted offering the job to 
Dee, either. 
“ Ev ery thing she does, she does well,” Markley said. 
“ She keeps all our workout records, charts our oppo­ 
nents’ best times on the blackboard, issues sweat shirts 
on the day of the meet, winds the stopwatches, finds the 
clipboards, checks the starting pistol—and many other 
things.”

Sooner publicist Harold Keith reports that appoint­ 
ment of a girl student manager isn’t the only tradition 
that has been shattered at the 
OU pool. 
Keith say s Sooner swimmers hav e stopped shedding 
their clothing as they burst through the front door on 
their way to the dressing room. 
Dee is a nativ e of Des Peres, Mo., who wound up 
at Oklahoma because “ OU has an accredited school in 
my major, phy sical therapy . Also, I thought it might be 
fun to meet new people. All my friends go to Missouri 
or Kansas.” 
Hard work isn’t new for Dee, either. In addition to 
carry ing 17 hours of school » work, she has a research job 
with a zoology professor, is teaching Markley ’s 4 -y ear- 
old daughter to swim on Sunday s and has just pledged 
a sorority . In the summer she teaches swimming and 
sailing at Camp Lakewood near Potosi, Mo. 
Some Problems 
There are problems connected with being a girl stu­ 
dent manager for a boy s’ swimming team, Dee con­ 
fesses. 
“ It’s difficult being one of the guy s and a girl at 
the same time,” she said. “ Ev ery once in a while they 
throw me.”

Legislature, Marvel 
added, *‘wiU never be in a 
position to plan or control as 
far as money is concerned 
until the state’s accounting 
system is brought up to date.” 
Final 
implementation 
of 
what the Budget Committee 
has in mind would cost ap­ 
proximately $250,000. 
Marvel said in addition to 
$200,000 
for 
the 
complete 
study, 
some 
$50,000 
more 
would be needed in the budg­ 
et of the state tax commis­ 
sioner during the next two 
years. 
Firm Chosen 
Peat, Marwick and Mitch­ 
ell, an accounting firm with 
offices in Omaha and Lin­ 
coln, has been selected to 
make the first phase of the 
study. It began work Mon­ 
day reviewing operations of 
the State Agriculture Depart­ 
ment’s accounting system. 
Marvel said Wednesday no 
hiring could be done until the 
Legislature appropriated the 
money. In Mswer to a ques­ 
tion, he said Peat, Marwick 
and Mitchell had tentatively 
been selected.

It has arranged fo r a

labor organization.” 
According to H u g h E. 
Sperry, regional director for 
the NLRB, an investigation of 
the charge is upcoming.
